Sir W. E. Hamilton kept a head- 


strong horse to which, he had given 
the name of Cornet and used to gal- 
lop it in circles, or perhaps in el- 
lipses, round the lawn. On one occa- 
sion he mounted him in Dublin just 
after a curious mathematical prob- 
lem had suggested itself to him. *0ie 
horse toot a mean advantage of his 
abstraction and ran away. "When 
I found it impossible to stop him," 
he said, "I gave him his head and re- 
turned to the problem. He ran for 
four miles and stood still at my gate 
—just as the problem was solved." 


Tlio royal astronomer did not look 


through his telescopes more than 
once or twice a year. He used to 
say: "That is my deputy's business. 
The stars move all right, but what 
interests me is the Ugh matliesis 
that accounts for their movements.'' 
He was so much occupied with tho 
purely abstract part of science that 
its material phenomena interested 
him only so far as thoy revealed 
laws. This characteristic was re- 
markably illustrated by ono of his 
best known discoveries, that of con- 
ical refraction. Ho rend a mathe- 
matical paper before the Royal Irish 
academy demonstrating that under 
certain possible circumstances beams 
of light would bo refracted, not as 
had ever been jxroviously observed, 
but in the form of a cone. His state- 
ment was heard with wonder, and 
he was invited to verify liis discov- 
ery by the aid of some instrument 
invented for that purpose, but he de- 
clined to make such an attempt, re- 
marking that no experiment coxild 
add a certainty to mathematical 
demonstration. A considerable time 
afterward the desired instrument 
was constructed by Professor Lloyd. 
and after the discovery had been 
forgotten by most ot those who bad 
hoard it announced the radiant 
stranger leaped into palpable exist- 
ence. 


When informed of the fact, Ham- 


ilton dryly made answer, "I told 
you so." It waa on tho heights of 
mathematics that lio breathed freely, 
and I used to see him writing his 
calculations from morning till lato in 
the evening almost without stirring 
from his chair as rapidly as another 
could have written notes of invita- 
tion and flinging each of the long 
foolscap sheets on the ground beside 
iim, find I have been assured by 
competent authorities that there ex- 
isted but few mathematicians in 
Europe capable of reading and under- 
standing what had thus been so eas- 
Dy written.

Tp recall a lottos' once mailed is al- 


most os difficult a tsuk as to take 
back un sisLortion oiiw) uttered. The 
sender mm>t appear at the po&toffice 
and is handed a blank to fill out. In 
this he must slate Avhen and where 
he mailed the letter, how it was ad- 
dressed, must describe the envelope, 
etato the amount o( postage prepaid 
and testify "that the above men- 
tioned letter was written by me or 
by my authority, at d t desire to re- 
call it for tlie following reason," and 
then fitate the reason, which is.usual- 
ly, "Mailed, by mistake." 


He must then si.:.;n his name so 


that the writing in.iy bo couiiuirpj 
with that on the 1. tU>r and Sign a 
receipt. If the address caujiot.be 
shown to La in his handwriting or IH 
printed or typewritten, ho must de 
Bcrilx>.sc>mu peculiarities of. the en- 
•>'olops sufilticut. to identify it. If 
lip is unable to do I his, the letter is 
not released unless the postmaster 
knows the applican t; and is satisfied 
concerning his good intentions. If 
ho is satisfied, ho asks for a-state- 
menfc concerning the contents, and 
the applicant is then obliged .-to open 
the letter and read j K>rtions of. it in 
the postmaster's presence taprove 
that it is the one- described. 


If the letter has been sent away, 


the process of recalling it is still 
more difficult. 
A similar blank bus 


to be filled out and a minute descrip- 
tion telegraphed at; the sender's e-t- 
pense to the postmaster at tha office 
of its destination. If. discovered in 
time, tha letter is then intercepted 
and sent to the department at \Vash-: 
ingtou with a statement of the case. 
Why should any one want to recall 
a letter so much tin to take all this 
trouble? Well, there was one-case 
at the local office recently where a 
valuable deed was mailed, and the 
sender received information that sat- 
isfied him that tho sale should not 
be made. In another case au im- 
portant contract was sent and infor- 
mation received immediately after 
made it hnnorative that it should bo 
revoked.—Springfield Republican.

continual firing, 
Tho two robberti in the express oar

safe.

Ford to open the through safe, but whoa 
he explained that the safe was locked at 
the main ofliue and not opened,. until it 
reached its destination they loft the car.

:enton. Miss Baker, to whom the 


dead man had paid some attention, was 
also apprised of his death and left in a 
buggy, arriving in Wapalioneta about 
3:30 o'clock and was very much a:t- 
'ected by the blow. The daughter 
irrlved here from Kenton at 12:15 
o'clock on the C. & E. and left at 2:10 
on the 0.
